Periodic  samples  submitted  fo  bacteriological  examinations 
all  proved  to  be  highly  satisfactory ? and  once  again  there 
has  been  close  liascn  kept  with  the  Merioneth  water  Board 5 
who  administer  the  supply. 

DRAINAGE  AND  S MIRAGE 

Once  again  the  townk  j vers  continued  to  function  most 
satisfactorily . necessitating  only  the  minimum  maintenance* 

The  continued  use  of  chemicals  again  ensured  that  grease  and 
fat  did  not  ac'  ■;  ' d cause  blockages „ There  were  again 

occasions  when  7.  .-inters  complained  of  sewerage  pollution  on 
the  beach , but  little  can  be  done  until  the  proposed  sewerage 
scheme  is  finalised.  The  cesspool  emptier  worked  most 
satisfactorily  in  coping  with  the  ever  increasing  demand 
from  Llanaber  Areac 

The  improvement  works  at  Brynteg  aopear  to  be  working  to 
expectations  5 and  there  were  no  incidents  of  flooding  within 
the  district*

streams  within  the  Urban  District.

PUBLIC  ING 

As  is  usual,  the  volume  of  refuse  has  again  risen  and 
despite  considerable  delays  caused  byntraffic  during  the 
summer  months  there  were  no  insermon  ble  problems , and  a 
regular  collection  was  maintained*,  Paper  sacks  were  introduce 
to  the  Llanaber  ^rea,  and  have  proved  highly  successful ? and 
I look  forward  to  the  day  when  the  whole  district  is  served 
by  the  paper  sack  system.

carried  our  hio  duties  efficiently  and  ex.. actively  and  there 
were  no  erious  cases  of  rodent  infestation  brought  to  my  notice. 

Food  Hygiene 

Much  has  been  done  to  improve  the  standards  in  many 
establishments  and  generally  the  standard  of  hygiene  was  high. 
There  are  of  course  the  inevitable  reminders  that  have  to  be 
given  to  younger  staff  members  of  certain  premises . No  official 
complaints  were  received  regarding  food  premises,  and  regular 
visits  were  mac  ..  throughout  the  year- 

A fair  quantity  of  food  was  voluntarily  surrendered  as  unfit 
for  human  consumption,  and  was  subsequently  condemned, 

PFFICESj, . HOPS  AND.  R AILWAY . PREMISES 

Inspections  and  revisits  continued  during  the  year,  and 
it  was  gratifying  to  see  improvements  taking  place.  However 
there  still  remains  a lot  of  work  outstanding,  particularly 
in  the  larger  p: r ises , but  again  this  is  gradually  being  put 
in  hand. 


HOUSINC- 


There  was  no  Council  house  building  in  progress  during 
the  year , pug  i priv  to  dwelling  was  ere  sued  in  the  Llanaber 
area,  being  connected  to  an  existing  cesspool. 

However  owners  of  older  property  within  the  district  are 
making  use  of  Improvement  Grants  to  modernise  their  premises 
and  I lock  forward  to  even  better  response  within  the  coming 
year,  so  that  eventually  full  use  is  made  of  all  the  properties 
particularly  those  in  the  Old  Barmouth  area. 


SLAUGHTERH.0U8E 

There  being  no  slaughter  house  in  the  district,  no  meat 
inspections  took  place  during  the  yearc 

Heavy  useage  continues  on  the  se  premises , and  once  again 
vandalism  g _ evar.  ed  A:,  urn  co'  bail  sec -Ions  of  the  community.

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Barmouth  Urban  District  Council. 


Mr.  Chairman,  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Annual  Health  Report  for  the 
year  ended  December  31st  1969* 

The  Registrar  General's  estimate  of  the  mid-year  population 
was  2,210  (2,240  in  1968.) 

There  were  25  live  births  (21  in  1968  30  in  1967)  with  no  still 
births,  no  infant  deaths  and  no  maternal  deaths. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  was  39  (31  in  1968).  Twenty  four 
of  these  were  due  to  strokes  and  heart  and  circulatory  disease. 

These  are  by  far  the  commonest  causes  of  death  in  the  Country  as 
a whole  in  these  days.  Seven  deaths  were  due  to  cancer  (4  in  1968). 

No  new  case  of  tuberculosis  was  notified  during  the  year  and 
there  was  no  death  from  the  disease. 

The  report  is  generally  a very  stisfactory  one. 

I wish  to  thank  the  Publci  Health  Inspector  the  Clerk  and 
all  the  other  Council  Officials  for  their  help  during  the  year. 

Finally  I wish  to  thank  all  the  council  members  for  their 
continued  support  and  encouragement.
